About the ruins to-night the air was 


heavy with the odor of decomposing 
human flesh, and it is very probable 
that other bodies will be found to-mor- 
row.

CiscraSATi, Sept. 1,—A petition was 


filed yesterday by representatives of 
seven corporations 
engaged iiv the 


manufacture of carriages in the city of 
Cincinnati, asking injunction against 
all the railways in the official classifi- 
cation territory, to restrain them from 
issuing in effect tho provision of official 
classification No. 9, applied to car- 
riages, buggies and other vehicles, 
boxed or crated, in less than carloads, 
alleging that the threatened increase of 
83 1-3 per cent is unjust and unreason- 
able; will constitute a disturbing ele- 
ment in their trade relations, and will 
cause great and irreparable injury and 
damage to the plaintiffs for which they 
would be without remedy at law. 


The petition has been grunted and 


the restraining order issued. 


LONDON, Sept 1.—It is reported here 


on the strength of statements made by 
the congressional agents in Paris and 
London, that Don Augustln Edwards 
will bo the next president of Chili. He 
is one of the wealthiest If not the 
wealthiest, of Chilians, and in the early 
period of tho insurrection he supplied 
funds lavishly for the support of the 
revolutionary party. 
He has many 


friends in the higher class in England 
and on the continent, and is largely in- 
terested in the nitrate trade. He has a 
splendid farm in Chili, which, up to the 
time of the war, was stocked with tho 
best blooded cattle that money could 
obtain in Europe. These cattle, during 
the war, were slaughtered for food for 
Balmaeeda's troops, and the property 
of Edwards both in olfy and country 
was laid waste. He narrowly escaped 
with his own life. The congressional- 
ists have always looked to him as their 
leading representative, although he has 
not taken an active personal part in 
naval or military affairs. The. active 
head of the revolution has been George 
Montt, who with Silva and Barros 
Luco, formed the govor ning junta. I 
is said that Montt is in favor of Ed 
wards for president 


The congressionallsts have, within 


the past few days, brought strong pres 
sure to bear on tho British foreign of 
fice to secure British influence agains 
the transfer to Balmaceda of the silve 
shipped from Valparaiso in a Britisl 
war vessel.

EVAKSVILLB, Ind., Sept. 1.—A wreck 


occurcd on the Cannelton branch of the 
Air Line railroad about U o'clock yes- 
terday morning, in which four lives 
were lost, thirteen persons were badly 
hurt and eighteen slightly Injured. 
The flange of one of the forward trucks 
of the engine broke while the train was 
running at the rate of about 80 miles 
an hour. Tlie train at the time was on 
a trestle two miles from Troy, Ind. 
The engine passed over the trestle and 
plunged down tho embankment. Tho 
train was a mixed one, tho passenger 
coach being next to the engine. The 
coach followed the engine into tho 
ditch aud rolled over on top of it. It 
was occupied by about thirty people. 
The stoani pipes gave way and tho 
Bcnldnig steam entered the coach. 
Many of the passengers were women 
anil children. Their screams were ap- 
palling. As soon as those who wore 
slightly injured extricated themselves, 
they began the work of rescue. All 
were gotten out, but none escaped in- 
jury. Many were so badly burned that 
their flesh was cooked In places until it 
came off. 
Barbara Neimoyer, IS years, daughter 


of a wealthy farmer of Pel ry county, 
was taken out dead, having been terri- 
bly scalded. 


Mrs. Canangn, of Troy, Ind., was

"Out of Joint." 


The' whole Democratic situation in

The object of the incorporation of the 
Illinois Russian Colonization society is 
to establish a number ot Russian col- 
onies in this state, Rabbi Bnbenstem 
is the active promoter of the proposed 
scheme, and the plan which he has tor- 
mnlated contemplates the establishment 
of oolomeg of not less than ten families 
each Each head ota family will be 
provided with forty acres of good land 
and the necessary farming implements, 
horees, etc. The society does not donate 
the land and chattels to the colonists, 
but gives them time to pay for all they 
receive from the society without interest. 
Babbi Eubenstem estimates that it will 
take m the neighborhood of 880,000 to 
establish one colony. The rabbi said in 
speaking of his project 
"We are not 
seeking to bung an undesirable class of 
immigrants to these shores, bat the re- 
fugees from Bnssia are already here and 
they are comtmng by the thousands, ana

There are now 6,000 families on their way 
from Hamburg to Mew York. We want 
to keep them from being paupers as far 
as possible, and we do not want them to 
interfere with the labor of this country. 
We don't want them herded up m the 
great cities, bat we want to scatter them 
out through the country so that they 
will become amalgamated with the peo- 
ple and lose their identity as Russians. 
We want to Americanize them and moke 
thorn Belt-supporting Farmers are want- 
ing hands; let us give thorn some ot 
these refugees. 
I have already over 
$5,000 promised me in chattels and 
money. The committee m New York 
which has charge ot the Baron de Hirsch 
fund ot $2,000,000 to aid the immigrants 
in getting employment offers to any so 
oiety legally incorporated 8EOO ,a month 
for the disposal ot so many families 
With this money we can remove the turn 
iliee to the colony and use the funds 
which our society raises in establishing 
the colony. We can make our choice, 
and it will be our aim to get nothing but 
deserving families."
